One of tlie worst faults of our very 


faulty modern architecture, as ap- 
plied to houses, is found in the fact 
that our architects do not take into 
their plans the possibilities ot" sick- 
ness in the family. Now no house 
is properly constructed that has not 
in it a room or rooms expressly de- 
signed for the aoeomodation of the 
sick and infirm. This room should, 
in the first place, have a warm, sun- 
ny exposure. 
The window light 


should be ample, and command the 
widest possible view 
The first es- 


sential in a sick-ioom is a good, lib- 
eral (ire-place. Through if, and by 
meani of the warmth which it gen- 
erates, the whole room is kept in its 
atmospheric condition wholesome 
and pure. Not only so, but a slow, 
burning fire with its lights and 
shades, its rising sparks and glowing 
brands, its curling and many-color- 
ed smoke, and its changeful embers, 
furnishes ceaseless diveision to the 
sick one who lies watching it. Noth- 
ing is more soothing and quieting 
than the influence which subtly 
steals into the senses ot him who 
gazes dreamily into the gentle flame. 
It is a companion itself. The walls 
too, should have theirproper adorn- 
ments. Pictures that suggest quiet 
and peace, and the free, fresh lite of 
nature outside, should be on them. 
A bracket, with its vases of flowers; 
a green clambering vine, clinging 
ambitiously to the ceiling ; a library 
case filled with familiar books ; cur- 
tains that soften the light while ad 
mitting it— all these are helpful to 
one who lies in weakness, and can 
take no more of life than what a 'it- 
tie room reveals. The object of con- 
struction and location of a sick-room 
should be to give perfect accomoda- 
tion and protection to the invalid, 
while at the same time it suggests 
the beauty and freedom of being un- 
confined — the life and animation of 
the great out-door world beyond.

ValuaMe discoveries hayc been mad^ 


and valuable indentions snggested, bj 
the veriest aecidents. 


An alchemist, while seeking to dis- 


cover a mixture of earth that would 
make the most durable crucibles, one 
day discovered that ho had made porce- 
lain. 


The power of lenses, as applied to the 


telescope, was discovered by a watch- 
motor's annrpnti(-(".
